
Visteon wins preliminary OK for new building

One of the biggest economic boons to the to come to 
the Belleville area cleared another hurdle last 
Wednesday. 

Visteon Corp., one of the latest Tier I suppliers in the 
automotive industry, received preliminary site plan 
approval and a revised tree removal permit approval 
from the Van Buren Planning Commission. 

The project is called Visteon Village, the new head¬ 
quarters and technical center proposed by the firm for 
Van Buren Township. 

The preliminary site plan approval is for construction 
of buildings with a floor area of 1,040,275 square feet as 
the corporate headquarters with offices, labs and employ¬ 
ee amenities, according to representatives of the Visteon

Corp. who spoke at the meeting. 

The headquarters site boundaries are 1-275 on the 
west, Ecorse Road on the north and Tyler Road on the 
South. Occupancy is expected in 2004, pending govern¬ 
mental approvals. The 265-acre mral site is near Visteon’s 
automotive customer base and will allow the company to 
centralize operations, the representatives said. The new 
facility will house up to 4,000 people. 


The revised tree removal permit approval was granted 
with conditions on the landscape plan identifying 
replacement locations and amended tree numbers. 

One of the biggest challenges in the project is dealing 
with poor soil conditions on the site, according to 
Planning Commission Chairperson Carol Thompson. In 
some areas, large amounts of soil will be removed to 
reduce voids and make the ground suitable for building 
The soil must be modified and compacted so that it’s sta¬ 
ble before construction can begin, she said.

Workers pitch in for Huron River Cleanup

About 30 volunteers partici¬ 
pated in a Huron River 
Cleanup Oct. 26 as part of 
National “Make a Difference 
Day”. Workers focused on 
removing fishing debris and 
tires in the area near French 
Landing Park in Van Buren 
Township along the banks of 
Belleville Lake, which is an 
impoundment of the Huron 
River 

Participants included sever¬ 
al employees from Visteon as 
well as members of the Eastern 
Michigan University organiza¬ 
tion Greea 

Tiffany Madrzykowski of 
Green explained that the 
group takes on a project one 
Saturday a month to help the 
environment “We go to various 
sites within a one-hour drive 
from Eastern Michigan 


University to clean, plant trees 
or do anything relating to the 
environment It’s a lot of fun, 
and we learn a lot,” she said. 
The 10 to 20 volunteers in the 
organization are mostly stu¬ 
dents. “But we’ll take anybody,” 
Madrzykowski said. 

Dan Swallow, environmen¬ 
tal director with the Van Buren 
Township Environmental 
Department, said that Waste 
Management provided free 
pickup of trash collected that 
day. Richard Sobecki, the 
superintendent at Lower 
Huron Metropark and Jason 
Camis, former Van Buren 
Parks manager, helped coordi¬ 
nate the effort 

Swallow noted that the sec¬ 
tion of the Huron River that 
volunteers covered is difficult 
for parks staff to clean up 
because it’s such a large area. 
He added that more refuse 
containers are also needed in 


Van Buren Township to help 
alleviate the problem. 

Elizabeth Riggs of the 
Huron River Watershed 
Council, headquartered in Ann 
Arbor, also gave a presentation 
on the work of the council fol¬ 
lowing the clean up. 

The council is a public, non¬ 
profit coalition of local commu¬ 
nities and residents estab¬ 
lished under the Michigan 
Local River Management Act 
in 1965 to protect the Huron 
River and tributary streams, 
lakes, wetlands and groundwa¬ 
ter 

The council works to inspire 
attitudes, behaviors and 
economies that protect, reha¬ 
bilitate and restore the entire 
Huron River System. 

Matt Roman, coordinator, 
environmental affairs, at 
Visteon, said, “One of the

Romulus to update 
telecom systems

Members of the Romulus City 
Council agreed to award a bid 
from CTS/Unitel for $129,155 
with an additional 10 percent 
contingency of $12,912, fbr a total 
price of $142,027 for an updated 
telecommunications system for 
the Cily of Romulus. 

The approval followed recom¬ 
mendations from Lynn Conway, 
purchasing director for the city, 
and Lynn Ingbeig, a telecommu¬ 
nications expert from Plante & 
Moran consulting firm in 
Southfield. CTS/Unitel was the 
lowest bidder, with the price 
including the cost of a five-year 
maintenance contract 

City staff and Plante & Moran 
developed a Request for 
Proposal (RFP) to nine vendors, 
with four responding. The two 
finalists were BSB Communica¬ 
tions and CTS/Unitel. 

Conway noted that the 911 city 
emergency service and police 
and fire dispatch radios will not 
be affected by installation of the 
new system. The centralized sys¬ 
tem would include city hall, the 
Romulus Public Library, Animal 
Control, Department of Public 
Works, Romulus Police head¬ 
quarters, Fire Station $4 and the 
Parks and Recreation buildings. 

The council also granted 
authorization to begin contract 
negotiations with SBX 
Ameritech for a 36-month con¬ 
tract for with a projected cost of 
$115,656 and Qwest Communica¬ 
tions for a 36-month contract 
with a projected cost of $2,886 for 
telephone earner services. 

It is estimated that the city 
would save about $65,260 over 
the term of the service contract 

With the lease/purchase 
agreement, the city would save 
about $25,000 during the next 
five years since it would not have 
the expense of maintaining the

existing phone equipment The 
equipment would belong to the 
city at the end of three years. 

In other business, council 
members approved budget 
amendments for the $2,000 pur¬ 
chase of a hydraulic or pneumat¬ 
ic lift for moving boxes in 
archives and property, a $5,000 
appropriation for the purchase 
of smoke detectors for National 
Fire Prevention Month pro¬ 
grams, and a $1,500 appropria¬ 
tion to buy a portable air condi¬ 
tioner for the police department 
computer room. 

Resident Ed Buczkowski and 
Delores Witzgall, chairman of the 
Cable Commission, discussed the 
possibility of adding a religious 
channel for Romulus residents 
through Comcast cable service. 

Buczkowski said that Comcast 
has not been responsive to 
efforts to add such a channel in 
the past replying that the cable 
companies surveys have shown 
that a religious channel would 
not be marketable. 

‘They’re [Comcast] a monop¬ 
oly around us. You get Comcast 
or nothing. If they’re not 
responding to our needs, maybe 
we need another service,” 
Buczkowski said. 

Witzgall said that the cuirent 
contract with Comcast expires in 
six months, and that the idea of 
adding a religious channel might 
be approached with the cable 
company at that time. 
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Spending differs for congressional candidates

Compare the two candidates 
seeking the 11th congressional 
district seat and they seem to 
have a lot in common — except 
where funding is concerned. 

Each is a graduate of Catholic 
Central High School. Each comes 
from a household with a parent 
in public service. Each has ties to 
Schoolcraft College and has 
served as a Wayne County 
Commissioner. 

But Thaddeus McCotter, the 
Republican, has more than twice 
as much money in his war chest 
than does Kevin Kelley, the 
Democrat, according to records 
filed last month with the Federal 
Election Commission (FEC). 

Kelley, who currently serves 
as Redford Township supervisor, 
has collected about $421,000 this 
year, according to FEC records. 
Roughly $220,000 of that total 
came from political action com¬ 
mittees, orPACs. 

The election records indicate 
that McCotter, a state senator 
from Livonia, reported $1.1 mil¬ 
lion in funding this year. Some 
$442,000 came from PACs. 

Kelley puts the number high¬ 
er. He says he expects McCotter 
to rake in about four times as 
much as himself. 

“Before it’s all said and done 


we expect to raise between 
$500,000 and $600,000,” Kelley 
said Monday. “Initially we 
thought (McCotter) might double 
us, but it looks like he might 
reach $2.2 million.” 

In the newly redrawn 11th dis¬ 
trict, money may play the defin¬ 
ing role in turning out or scaring 
off voters on Election Day, Nov. 5, 
according to Kelley. 

The district reaches from 
Highland Township in the north¬ 
west corner down to Westland 
and Van Buren Township in the 
southeast, mixing rural farm 
areas and voter-dense suburbs of 
Plymouth, Canton Township and 
Northville into one constituency. 
Most figures describe the district 
as 51 to 54 percent Republican. 

“The race is for those three 
points,” Kelley said. “I’m running 
hard. I started this morning at 6 
am. and I’ll go all day long but, 
you know, when your opponent 
raises that kind of money it’s dif¬ 
ficult” 

The difficulty may seem par¬ 
ticularly acute to Kelley, who says 
he expected to receive more 
money than he did from the 
Democratic National Committee. 

The Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic national parties each con¬ 
sider the race to be winnable and 
have targeted it for extra support 
as they vie for control of the 
House of Representatives.

Republicans currently control 
the House with a six-seat majori¬ 
ty. 

Kelley said the national parly 
will help by providing literature 
to highlight “inconsistencies” in 
McCotter’s voting record as a 
one-term state senator. 

McCotter received similar 
support last week when the 
Republican National Committee 
(RNC) mailed a piece to voters 
decaying Kelley as soft on drunk 
drivers. 

Kelley said he did not know 
why the DNC money fell through. 
“I think they had some trouble 
raising money in the end,” he 
said. 

Kelley said his campaign 
would spend much of its money 
on turning out the vote on 
Election Day. 

Like many Democrats across 
the state, he hopes to reap some 
benefit from Jennifer Gran- 
holm’s lead in the gubernatorial 
race. 

According to Kelley, the rela¬ 


tive dearth of funds hurts most 
now in the closing days of the 
campaign, as he struggles to out¬ 
shine McCotter’s televised ads 
and to rebut the RNC drunk-dri¬ 
ving “hit piece”. 

“The drunk-driving piece is 
unconscionable,” Kelley said. 
“They use this negative cam¬ 
paigning to scare people off. 
When voter turnout is low, they 
(Republicans) win.” 

In person, the two candidates 
are friendly toward one another 
and have backgrounds that 
should make chit-chat easy. 

McCotter’s mother, Joan, is 
herself a political institution of 
sorts, serving for years as clerk 
for the City of Livonia. Kelley’s 
father, Jack, was a Detroit city 
councilman. 

McCotter’s first term in public 
office came in 1993 when he was 
elected to the Schoolcraft 
College Board of Trustees. Kelley 
taught political science there. 

Kelley spent three years on 
the Wayne County Commission. 
McCotter was there for six. 

Both candidates tout marquis 
endorsements: McCotter’s litera¬ 
ture boasts support from 
President George W. Bush and 
Kelley tapped Ed McNamara, 
longtime Wayne County execu¬ 
tive, to head his campaign com¬ 
mittee. 

Similarities continue through 



campaign issues as well. The dif¬ 
ferences between them tend to 
follow their respective parties’ 
lines on topics such as U.S. policy 
toward Iraq, the role of federal 
government in education and 
plans for easing the cost of pre¬ 
scription drugs. 

“The voters will either get me 
or they’ll get Kevin,” said 
McCotter “The people of this dis¬ 
trict will be served well and 
either way,” he joked, “Catholic 
Central is covered.” 

Michigan’s congressional dele¬ 
gation shrunk by one seat this 
year, from 16 to 15 seats, in the 
redistricting process that follows 
the federal decennial census. 

Six of the nine districts were 
redrawn so that the Democrats 
who held them were forced to 
run against each other in the 
Aug. 5 primary.

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Neighbors don’t want new residential development

Developer Mike Koza, on behalf Group Ten 
Management, requested a rezoning of a parcel of land 
from single family residential to multiple family for the 
construction of Pine Creek Condominiums at the Oct 23 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission meeting. 

The land is located on the south side of Huron River 
Drive, east of Rawsonville Road and west of Fhrm Road 
by Pine Creek Golf Course. The application was filed 
Sept 9. 

A public hearing was scheduled regarding the rezon¬ 
ing application, with many members of the community 
opposing the rezoning due to the increased noise, traffic, 
utilities and loss of open space in the area that they 
claimed the development would cause. 

Residents said that they had moved to Van Buren

Township to get away from urban sprawl, and that the 
only party who would benefit from the project was the 
developer. They noted such aspects as the cost of 
increased population, including an upgrade of the water 
system. One 60-year-resident who lives on Bogg Road said 
that he couldn’t even leave his garage door open during 
the day any longer without the fear of someone coming 
into his home. 


Van Buren Township updated the master plan three 
years ago, and this rezoning goes against the plaa In the 
plan, the southern half of the township is supposed to be 
kept as a rural area, according to township records. 

Planning Commission Director Bryce Kelley said that 
a decision will not be made by the next meeting on Nov. 
13, pending review of a study conducted by McKenna & 
Associates, the township planning consultants. The com¬ 
mission will not meet on Nov. 27 due to the proximity to 
the Thanksgiving holiday. 

“I suspect a decision will be made at the meeting on 
Dec. 11,” Kelley said. “Based on the study conducted by 
McKenna & Associates and comments from the commu¬ 
nity, we will make a sound decision based on the facts,” 
said Planning Commissioner John Herman. 

The Van Buren Planning Commission normally meets 
on the second and fourth Wednesdays at 7:30 p.m. at Van 
Buren Township Hall, 46425 Tyler Road.

things we try to do is get a lot of 
volunteer participation. We like 
to encourage our employees to 
participate in worthy causes not 
only by supporting these causes 
monetarily but also with their 
time.” 

The Huron River Watershed, 
which begins in Oakland County, 
includes approximately 900 
square miles, 63 communities 
and seven counties. Riggs said 
that it’s a high-quality watershed 
and considered to be the clean¬ 


est urban river in Michigan. “One 
of my goals is to work with as 
many communities as possible,” 
Riggs said. Her job is to educate 
residents on how to keep the 
river clean, such as using deter¬ 
gents without phosphorus and 
not chemically treating their 
lawns. 

She said that this is a pivotal 
time for the watershed, which is 
being threatened by numerous 
developers in the area. Riggs 
added that the Southeastern 
Michigan Council of Gover¬ 
nments (SEMCOG) has identified 


the watershed as one of the 
largest growth areas as far as 
populatioa 

“There’s a responsible way 
and a less responsible way to 
develop the area The goal is to 
keep the natural settings. There 
are lots of recreation areas in the 
watershed and a number of 
endangered species also,” she 
noted.

Students from Haggerty Hoad

State Senate and House of 
Representatives how technology 
is being used in the classroom to 
facilitate learning. 

The projects covered a wide 
variety of areas, including dis¬ 
tance learning, computer learn¬ 
ing, computer programming, e- 
commerce and other curriculum 
integration concepts. Other areas 
included video production, web 
authoring, hand-held technolo¬ 
gies, robotics, digital imaging, 
multimedia and student broad¬ 
casting.

“Surveys show that students

New Westland recruit 
is top dog in training

The newest officer to join the 
City of Westland Police 
Department is learning the ropes 
like any other new recruit He is 
going on ride alongs, getting to 
know the other officers in the 
department and finishing his 
training. 

This recruit is very different 
from his fellow officers, however 
Not only is he the youngest offi¬ 
cer on duty at 14 months of age 
he is also four-footed and can 
trace his ancestry back through 
six or eight generations. 

The new recruit, Drago, is the 
canine partner of Ofc. Grant 
Allen. This is Allen’s second 
canine partner. His first, Zeke, 
succumbed to kidney disease in 
September 

“Having a canine partner is 
an incredible experience,” said 
Allen. ‘The way they work and 
the ability of their senses is 
incredible.” 

Before taking to the streets on 
a full-time basis Drago, a German 
Shepard from the Czech 
Republic, will have to complete 
training in seven different areas, 
said Allen. To be a full service 
dog, Drago will have to become 
proficient in obedience, nar¬ 


cotics detection, tracking, build¬ 
ing and area searches, evidence 
collection and handler protec- 
tioa 

“I expect that we will com¬ 
plete our training by the end of 
November,” said Allen. 

Allen said having a canine 
partner allows him to combine 
his police work and his love for 
dogs. Drago and Allen are virtu¬ 
ally inseparable. At the end of 
the day, whether it involves train- 
ing or being out on the road, 
Allen and his partner go home 
together 

“He still has things to learn,” 
said Allea “I came in and found 
him standing on the kitchen 
table the other day. He wasn’t 
doing anything bad. He was just 
standing there and looking 
around.” 

Since he is only 14 months old, 
Drago is still considered a young 
dog 

“We try and get our dogs 
between the ages of 1 and 2 years 
old,” said Allea “Drago is one of 
the younger dogs we have had.” 

According to Allen, having 
canine units on the police force 
can be an indispensable 
resource. The dogs truly demand 
respect, he said. 

“Many people think that they 
can fool a police officer,” said

“They are invited to 
all types of charity and school 
events.” 

Having a canine partner is an 
incredible experience, said 
Allea 

“They are much easier to 
work with than a human part¬ 
ner,” he said with a smile. “They 
never complain about anything”

I’ve been around and seen my 
share of the types of political 
brouhahas I was told to expect I 
mean. I’ve covered elections in 
Plymouth, for God’s sake. 

What could be weirder than 
that? 

Well, I don’t know if I’d call it 
weird, but it didn’t take long for 
me to realize how good I had had 
it even on Monday nights when 
the Plymouth City Commission 
meeting dragged on into the late 
hours. 

All it took was a few minutes 
at the Westland City Council 
meeting. 

I thought the receptionists at 
the office of the mayor were play¬ 
ing a little joke on me when they 
said the council had broken a 
record the previous week when 
they adjourned before 10 p.m. 

I soon found out why. The 
meeting room was packed with 
interested residents, people who 


knew more of the background of 
the city than I did. They were 
active, they were vocal, and they 
were in many cases long-winded 
and mad. 

Don’t get me wrong, I’m not 
complaining about it. Public 
input is the most important part 
of the governmental process, and 
the right of every citizen to go to 
their respective city council, 
commission or township board 
and raise hell is, well, their right 
Even so I was surprised at the 
vehemence of some of the com¬ 
ments, and the overly suspicious 
nature in which the people in the 
room held the people that they 
apparently elected. There 
seemed to be a deep distrust that 
couldn’t be dissolved with fact, 
figures or reason. 

The council members, for the 
most part, bore it in stride. That 
showed me that they were used 
to that kind of treatmenL and it 
made me wonder why anyone 
would run for the council, know¬ 



ing full well 
that it would 
be a thankless 
job and subject them to all kinds 
of abuse. 

It’s no wonder, really, that 
more good people don’t get 
involved with politics. It’s a bru¬ 
tal arena, and it takes a special 
kind of person to suffer through 
it when they may only want to 
help out 

After about two speakers I 
found why everyone on the coun¬ 
cil occasionally glanced up into 
front left corner of the room. 
There in big blazing red neon, a 
timer kept track of the five min¬ 
utes each citizen was allowed for 
comments. 

I have a feeling that I’ll 
become very well acquainted 
with that neon beacon of occa¬ 
sional hope. I also have a feeling 
that I’ll need to make another 
preparation before I head to my 
next council meeting. 

I’ll need some more coffee. 


One good idea makes a difference 


Teddy Roosevelt is charging 
into town in a couple of weeks. 
But last week, I spent a delightful 
evening with TR. and a few of his 
“friends.” 

We gathered at an Ann Arbor 
grade school to tell kids in grades 
K-5 about ourselves. Mae 
Jemison talked about her life as 
an astronaut T.R. concentrated 
on conservation. (It was, after all, 
Ann Arbor.) Madame Marie 
Curie spoke about science. 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton wove 
tales of the suffragettes. Me? I 
was John Allen, the founder of 
the village of Ann Arbor 

Unlike the presentation Nov. 
14 at the Canton Little Theater 
(the Plymouth Historical 
Museum has details), the 
Northside History Night was not 
a professional production. It 
stalled when one parent thought 
the children would benefit from 
a history-based enrichment pro¬ 
gram. She talked to other parents 
and friends. It slowly came 
together 


I picked John Allen because 
the research for my book, 
Squabble City, took me deep into 
Michigan in the 1830s and 1840s. 
When I moved to Plymouth, I 
added the 1820s to the mix. Like 
many Michigan pioneers, Allen 
came from an upscale family. He 
left Virginia with a herd of cattle 
and a pile of debt for the promise 
of riches in the West He found in 
Michigan a commodity worth 
more than gold - land. 

That is where my character 
caused a bit of a ruckus. In most 
communities, the first white free¬ 
holder is held in some degree of 
reverence. In this case, a few par¬ 
ents objected to presenting histo¬ 
ry from the point of view of the 
White Aggressor. It turned out to 
be a tempest in a teapot. The 
organizer did not back down 
from Allen’s appearance. She 
did, however, invite the com- 
plainers to take part The result 
was a very interesting and infor¬ 
mative presentation by a 
Chippewa “family.”

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Inkster man sentenced in shooting at Westland lounge 


Ernest Lamar Thomas, of Inkster, will 
be sentenced today for his role in the Peb. 
14 shooting death of 23-year-old Toby 
Ballard at the Ibken Lounge in Westland. 

Thomas was charged with first-degree 
murder in the case, and convicted of that 
crime in early October. 

Westland Police Sgt Jim Dexter said 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Sean 
Cox would probably hand down a sen¬ 
tence of life in prisoa The formal hearing 
became a mere formality after the guilty 
verdict was read, he said. 

‘They always set it a couple of weeks 
after the trial,” Dexter said. “It gives time 
to have a pre-sentencing evaluation. The 
only difference here is that there isn’t any 
leeway for the judge.” 

The incident took place during an open 
microphone night at the Token Lounge, 
according to Dexter. About 15 or 20 hip- 
hop groups were scheduled to perform, 
and there were more than 100 people in 
attendance. Dexter said the victim and the 
suspect had a bit of a history of hard feel¬ 


ings that originated with a dispute about a 
woman. 

Dexter said that Thomas approached 
Ballard in the crowded bar, and a witness 
saw him raise his arm in a shooting type 
motion. The witness saw a quick burst of 
flame, and then Ballard fell to the ground, 
according to Dexter. 

‘Then everything broke loose and peo¬ 
ple stalled screaming,” he said. 

Dexter said of the 40 or 50 people near¬ 
by, only one witness actually saw the 
shooting. The prosecution relied heavily 
on her testimony, he said. 

At the time, Thomas was also suspected 
of a downriver shooting that wounded 
three people. He was out of jail at the time 
on a $1,000 cash bond, according to Dexter 

Westland detectives had difficulty locat¬ 
ing Thomas at first, he said. The search 
ended when he was scheduled to appear 
in court in Southgate. Undercover officers 
were in the court room to see if he would 
appear, and when he did they arrested 
him, according to Dexter. 


Westland denies rezoning 


A long-vacant plot of land along Cherry 
Hill Road will remain vacant a while 
longer 

Westland City Council members denied 
a request last week to rezone a 5.38 acre 
parcel on the northeast comer of Cherry 
Hill and John Hix Roads from single fami¬ 
ly residential uses to allow for a gas sta¬ 
tion and convenience store, along with a 
28,736-square foot commercial strip cen¬ 
ter. 

Westland Planning Director Bruce 
Thompson said the Westland Planning 
Commission recommended a denial of the 


request after a public hearing earlier this 
month. Thompson said the rezoning 
request, if approved, would translate to 
spot zoning. He said he thought the parcel 
could be developed under the current 
zoning, and said the proposed use would 
have been too intensive for the site. It was 
also inconsistent with the master plan, 
particularly since there were several 
vacant commercial sites with a mile 
radius of the comer. 

“(The planning commission) thought it 
would be detrimental to the future plan¬ 
ning in those areas,” Thompson said.
